The exact total of American troops in Euro­ 
pean countries is well ov er 300,000, including 
210 000 men in West Germany. 
Most European states are apprehensiv e lest 
withdrawal of U.S. troops signal a reduced com­ 
mitment to European defense. Germans are 
most insistent that U.S. forces be maintained 
at a high lev el. 
.................. 
Announcement of the troop study came last 
week following talks between President Johnson 
and West German Chancellor Ludwig Erhard. 
Either they came to an understanding, or 
Johnson forced the issue and the joint announce­ 
ment was made to keep other European allies 
calm. 
Undoubtedly the study will prov ide an obv ious 
recommendation for a reduction in America's 
European forces, if for no other reason than the 
nuclear retaliation specter.

When the U. S. economy simmers, Canada’s 
boils That’» what is happening now. 
The Canadian economic boom is six yeara 
did, the same as that of the United States. In 
$e dozen years prior to mid-1965, Canadian 
prices had increased by only 1.4 per cent a 
year. But in August 1966, the consumer price 
i&dex was 3.9 per cent higher than it was 12 
months earlier. 
T Between 1952 and 1955, the ov er-all rate of 
Canadian wage increase came to 4 per oent a 
year. Most wage settlements negotiated In 1966 
prov ide for annual pay hikes of 7 or 8 per cent 
under two- and three-year contracts. 
Early in September, Finance Minister Mitchell 
Sharp told Parliament he would introduce a 
"baby budget” aimed to halt the wage-prica 
spiral. ‘‘Higher taxes are cold comfort to those 
affected by higher prices,” Sharp said, “ but 
they can help prev ent prices from g o i n g 
Q gher.” 


Sharp alsc has made use of the price roll­ 
back and the wage guideline. Steel Co. of Can­ 
ada, the country's biggest producer, rescinded 
price increases on plate, galv anized sheet, and 
certain bar mill products just six days after 
Sharp warned the Stelco chairman either to re­ 
consider or face a parliamentary inv estigation. 
The commanding role of the United States in 
Canadian economy has been a source of friction 
between the two countries. At present, some 60 
per cent of Canada's industry is foreign-owned, 
mostly by Americans. Almost one-third of all 
U.S. priv ate inv estment — v alued at about 825 
billion — is in Canada. 
The United States is trying to stem the out­ 
flow of capital and increase exports. Canada, 
on the other hand, must attract capital and bet­ 
ter its own export performance. What makes 
these policies clash is the fact that each coun­ 
try is the other's best trading partner.

Countries is dulled by what has happened to 
other new nations. 
Belgium proclaimed the independence of the 
Congo June 30, 1960. Two days later, tribal 
fighting erupted. 
The Mali Federation, which was to unite four 
French African states, Dahomey, Senegal, Su­ 
dan and Upper Volta, fell apart before it could 
get together 
After a constitution was drafted, Dahomey 
and Upper Volta pulled out partly because 
they feared submergence, partly because of 
anti-federalist pressure.

’Legal Looting' Charged 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—Some of these toughs 
and ex-pugs hav e enterprise. But it is not 
exactly free. It’s expensiv e for low income 
unionists, menaced merchants and harassed 
businessmen. 
These toughs are not hood­ 
lums, though they are the men 
Sen. John McClellan chose as 
[his star, if silent, witnesses in 
the parade of wooden • faced 
fixers before his ev er crusad- 
ig inv estigating committee. 
This probe into alleged labor 
racketeering 
was 
a 
switch 
from the now almost forgotten 
v mm ni# iei 
hearings of the late ’50s. One 
of McClellan's aides labeled this a “look into 
the legal looting” of unions and management. 
The men inv olv ed, led by the bullying Jack 
McCarthy and Danny Kapilow, who was a fast- 
hitting pro welterweight once, in effect ran a 
network of v ertical corporations 
which 
had 
mighty political and muscled protection through­ 
out the East. 


MANY INSIDERS knew of the multi-million 
dollar operations which inv olv ed at least one 
center, simultaneous control of sev eral unions 
through ownership of a series of union charters, 
as well as operation of pension and welfare 
funds. Yet so powerful was McCarthy’s pro­ 
tection, not one of the national building and 
construction unions dared — or cared— to mov e 
against him and the local unions they operated 
as their base of power. 
Why were they permitted to run such an 
industrial-labor complex? Why did no one inside 
labor bother to go into New York and up to 
the 16th Floor at 400 Madison av e. where Mc­ 
Carthy and an associate, Lou Basis, ran the 
National Consultants Associated, 
Ltd.? 
They 
•till hav e one room there which is hooked 
up to a central switchboard — 212-421-3400. 
Their operations were notorious. McCarthy, 
Basis and Kapilow mov ed in and out of other 
international unions not mentioned in this probe. 
Basis left the labor mov ement and became a 
business broker. 
His colleague, McCarthy, and the latter’s 
associates nev er missed an angle. 
With the unions as their base, some of them 
set up a central purchasing outfit which sold 
to some of the merchants — who believ ed that 
discretion was the better pari, not only of v alor, 
but of business acumen. 


THE McCARTHY BLOC had built-in agree­ 
ments. If you were a merchant or businessman, 
it was a good idea to take the whole serv ice 
package—window cleaning, floor waxing, some 


transportation, insurance and, of course, the 
labor relations consulting serv ice. 
If you were about to build anything, it was 
a 
good idea to hav e a talk with McCarthy and 
company. You did not hav e to think of it — 
McCarthy did. 
If you needed money, be you labor official 
or businessman, McCarthy and his fellows knew 
just where you could get the funds at a rate 
charitably described as usurious. 
Not too long ago they ran a so-called labor 
newspaper and had the most conv incing ways 
of getting ads. 
But some unions fought back and the publica­ 
tion disappeared. These same unions — in non­ 
construction fields—also rebuffed the McCarthy 
combination efforts to seize new locals. 


WHHRE WERE the state and national leaders 
of the building and construction trade unions? 
Some of this operation goes back to 1954. Many 
an insider knew that the McCarthy tactic was 
to pounce on suburban businessmen who were 
mov ing to the edge of the glacier-like megalopo­ 
lis. McCarthy and Kapilow's relations — and the 
holding of multiple union charters—with locals 
of the International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers (AFL-CIO) hav e been under inv esti­ 
gation by the authorities for at least two years. 
Insiders hav e known that the McClelland com­ 
mittee probers hav e been in New York City 
for some time looking into the medical and 
dental plans which put more gold in the com­ 
bine’s pockets than could get into the teeth of 
their combined union membership. 


FURTHERMORE, this exploitation flourishes 
far beyond the Hudson. Similar "legal loot­ 
ing” is money-sucking 
the 
economic 
life 
blood of hundreds of suburbs. So heav y is the 
loot in other areas, the pressure soon will geyser 
into a national scandal. 
Records of the Labor and Justice Depart­ 
ments “compliance” officials are loaded with 
tales of terror. 
When it all breaks wide open, all labor will 
suffer — especially the decent men who for the 
moment are helpless. 
No one will be able to say that notice was 
not serv ed on the mov ement by the resolute 
gentleman from Arkansas.

Time to Nail 
Soviet Union 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 
The Sov iet Union readily admits it is v irtually 
in a state of war with this country, but the 
United States prefers not to recognize such a 
condition in any formal way. 
The lates* rev elation — published in the Sov iet 
press—says explicitly that the Sov iet 
Union 
has sent officers and enlisted men to North 
Viet Nam to instruct in the use of anti-aircraft 
missiles suplied by the Moscow gov ernment. 
Some United States aircraft hav e been shot 
down while Russians were on duty at launching 
sites, according to disclosures in Sov iet news­ 
papers, which are controlled by the Moscow 
gov ernment. 
The Department of State, when 
asked 
to 
comment, said it had been assumed all along 
that Russia had prov ided technical specialists 
to help fire anti-aircraft missiles in North Viet 
Nam. When asked whether the subject had 
been officially discussed between Washington 
and Moscow/the state department spokesman 
said he doubted it. 
This is the second time in modern history 
that the Sov iet Union has indirectly engaged in 
a war against other nations without being sub­ 
jected to any disciplinary acion either by the 
United Nations or by countries whose soldiers 
were being killed. 
EVEN WHEN THE United Nations sent mili­ 
tary’ forces to Korea in 1950. the Sov iet Union 
brazenly anounoed a few months later at 
a U.N. General Assembly meeting that it 
had supplied arms and ammunition to the 
Red Chinese to fight American, British and 
other allied forces operating under the U.N 
in Korea. 
While the United Nations adopted a resolution 
denouncing Red China for aggression in Korea, 
it nev er took the Sov iet Union to task for en­ 
gaging in the Korean War. 
American troops are again being killed by 
airplanes and other weapons furnished by the 
Sov iets. This is the first time, howev er, that 
the Sov iet gov ernment has acknowledged that 
its military personnel are participating in the 
Viet Nam War. Ev en though the function of 
Sov iet technicians is described as “training,’’ 
the missiles which are used to destroy Ameri­ 
can planes and strike down U.S. airmen are 
part of a war operation. 
What will the United States Do? Gov ernment 
officials apparently hav e been reluctant to ask 
Congress for a declaration of a "state of war” 
in Viet Nam, though this is the customary 
method of warning other countries to abstain 
from military participation. 
The precedents of international law are clear 
—namely, that nations which are not co­ 
belligerents should not be sending arms and 
ammunitions to help either side in a war. Once 
neutrality Ls v iolated, howev er, punitiv e mea­ 
sures are av ailable. The United States, for in­ 
stance, could sev er diplomatic relations and cut 
off all trade with the Sov iet Union. 
The action of the Russians, moreov er, in send­ 
ing military equipment to Viet Nam, as well 
as officers and enlisted men, is in direct de­ 
fiance of the Southeast Asia Collectiv e Defense 
Treaty, which was adopted in October 1954 in 
conformity with the charter of the United Na­ 
tions. It says: 
"EACH PARTY RECOGNIZES that aggres­ 
sion by means of armed attack in the treaty 
area against any of the parties or against any 
state or territory which the parties by unani­ 
mous 
agreement 
may hereafter designate, 
would endanger its own peace and safety, and 
agrees that it will in that ev ent act to meet 
the common danger in accordance with *ts 
constitutional processes.” 
The “treaty area” includes “the states of 
Cambodia and Laos and the free territory under 
the jurisdiction of the state of Viet Nam.” 
The Southeast Asia treaty was signed by Au­ 
stralia. France, New Zealand, Pakistan, the 
Philippines, Thailand. Great Britain and the 
United States. The United States and some of 
the other signatories hav e come to the aid of 
South Viet Nam at the inv itation of the gov ­ 
ernment in Saigon. 
The precedents of international law plainly 
indict the Sov iet Union as hav ing taken a mili­ 
tary action against the United States in Viet 
Nam. 
The question now is whether the United 
States is going to press the matter before the 
United Nations and proclaim that anv military 
assistance giv en to North Viet Nam is an act of 
war agains* the United States. 
It hardly seems likely that the Sov iet Union’s 
participation in the Viet Nam war will continue 
to be ignored by the American gov ernment.

humid weather. High mo isture 
causes the mo ld spo res, which 
are alway s present in the air, 
to settle and gro w o n sho es, 
clo thing, furniture and bo o ks. 
“The best pro tectio n against 
mildew is, o f co urse, in its 
preventio n. And to prevent 
mildew, y o u must remo ve its 
cause—the dampness. 
“ Because 
co o l 
air 
ho lds 
less mo isture than warm air, 
air co nditio ners are helpful. 
Dehumidifiers 
a r e 
useful 
where mo isture is a pro blem. 
“ Yo u also can 
fight o ff 
dampness 
by 
heating 
the 
ho use fo r a sho rt time. Then 
o pen the do o rs and windo ws 
to let the mo ist air o at. An 
ex haust fan will help fo rce it 
o ut. 
“To dry the air in clo sets 
and o ther small areas, keep 
a small electric light burning 
in the to p o f the clo set. The 
heat will be eno ugh to prevent 
mildew if the space is no t to o 
large. 
“ A safe way to keep a 
clo set dry is with silica gel 
o r activated alumiria. These 
chemicals 
will 
abso rb 
the 
mo isture in the air. Hang 
them in a clo th bag fro m the 
clo set ro d, o r put them o n a 
shelf. The chemicals can be 
used o ver and o ver. 
(Yo u 
simply dry them in a vented 
o ven at 300 degrees fo r sev­ 
eral ho urs.)“

problem. “Can we recommend 
clemency ?” 
Judge Ray mond S. Buzzard 
told the jurors the case consist­ 
ed only of the state s charge, 
Freem an’s plea of not guilty , 
and the testimony and exhibits. 
“ What happens to this defen­ 
dant after the verdict is not 
y our concern but the concern of 
the court,” he said. “No, y ou 
cannot recommend clemency .” 
Fifteen minutes later the jury 
returned with the verdict. Free­ 
man did not take the stand dur­ 
ing trial to answer the charge 
he broke into Gus Raimond’s 
Shoe Repair Shop in East Liv­ 
erpool last May 10. Testimony 
was that he took $11.60 from 
the cash register. 
After the jury was excused, 
Freeman told the court he does 
not intend to appeal and re­ 
quested probation. 
Judge Buzzard ordered a pre­ 
sentence investigation and re­ 
port but told Freeman his prev­ 
ious record of felonies will have 
to be considered. Freeman was 
released under $1,000 bond.
